teachers in the district diaive de- 
veloped an evaluation system for 
students that reflects their expec- 
tations. and reflects the material 
they teach im their classrooms. 

At their workshop on Friday, 
teachens in grades K-8 carefully 
reviewed the final draft of their 
evaluation system. The ASSC will 
now take these drafts, and devel- 
op a set of pilot tests to be ad- 
ministered im some classrooms in 
the distwict in late April or early 
May. Once these pilot tests are 
administered, graded, and review- 
ed carefully by the ASSC, the test 
materials will be revised and dis- 
tributed to all teachers im §.A.D. 
44 in grades K-8 to be used dur- 
ing the 1983-84 school year. 

It is important to note that the 
teachers. in the district, as they 
worked on their evaluation system 
for students, decided not to give 
one major year-end test to stu- 
dents that would determine their 
overall success or failure in read- 
ing, math, language arts, com- 
position, and grammar. Rather, 
the teachers made up a series of 
tests in each of these subject areas 
at each gnade level. ‘While this 
resulted in much more work for 
each teacher in the district, the 
faculties felt that a series of tests 
would be more fair for students, 
and therefore, were willing to put 
in the extra hours.
